What They Did. 


The New York Tiiitnt yivts a list of 


revolutionary relics trotted otit for exhi- 
bition at the late Centennial celebration 
at Concord and Lexington, and draws 
the following conclusion: 


But though this veneration of relics 


of n bygone generation is as natural as 
the breath of man, we cannot help think- 
ing how f ntilc and ineffectual it is. The 
battered, cast-off garments of the dead, 
touched lightly by tlo fingers of the hy- 
ing, 
are not more thoroughly poor and 


mean, compared with the spirit that has 
fled, than these faded memorials of men 
who are immortal in history. To say 
nothing of the harrowing uncertainty of 
the genuineness of the supposed me- 
mento, it pnorly represents the man or 
men whose acts command our ndm:ra- 
tion. After all, what heroes did, not 
what they were, is the object of onr 
reneration. The deeds of the men of 
Concord and Lexington are commemo- 
rated with thankfulness and enthusiasm 
because' they begun a mighty conflict—* 
conflict which ended with one more vic- 
tory for the rights of man. It is well to 
treasure the memory of such moral 
heroes; to rear statues and monuments 
on the field where they fought and died. 
It is natural that we should regard with 
interest the objects with which they were 
personally identified. But all these 
things come pitifully short cf keeping 
alive "the spirit that" made those heroes 
dare to die." 
No shot fired anew on 


the fielc'. of Lciington can rcmse the sen- 
timent cf American patriotism if it slum- 
bers now. No sight of personal relics of 
Revolutionary martyrs, though taken in 
complete faith, can rekindle the senti- 
ment of d»votion to liberty if that "be 
dead. Curiosity may be gratified and a 
pretty sentimentality be stirred by these 
petty exhibitions; but better than the 
feeble sight is the strong faith iu the 
ia-uiutable principles of right and jus- 
tice for which the blood of heroes was 
offered an early sacrifice. We need in 
this era of centennial revivals of na- 
tional history to look away from man 
to "mankind— to be glad for humanity 
rather than for ourselves.

allows tho old custom to go on, finis 
himself trumpeted through the world as 
a great offender. George Washington, 
wh«n President, rode with sis horses, 
and with out-riders. When he wished 
to use horses be ordered them from the 
War Department at the public expense, 
and the out-riders also.—.y.
